Although most of the factories will 
be closed tomorrow, the radicals are

To bring more troops into the Berlin 
area the government today issued or- 
ders calling the military in Wiirttem- 
berg and some other southern regions 
to march northward and great forces 
of security police already are guarding 
those points.in the city where trouble 
is expected to break out.

EARLIER DELIVERY 
OF MAILS PROMISED, 
BEGINNING MONDAY 


ARLIER delivery of mails by the 
Chicago postoffice will begin on 
Monday, following the adoption 
of the local daylight saving 
plan. Last year the fact that trains 
entering the city were operated on 
standard time made it appear that) 
there was an hour’s delay in deliver- 
ing the mails. This year it is planned 
to cut this apparent delay in half. 

To do so a new schedule of carrier 
delivéries has been arranged tenta- 
tively. Carrier deliveries at the main 

postoffice will be made at 7:50, 9:40, 
and 11:45 a. m., and 1:30 and 3:10 p. m. 
Two or three carriers will be assigned 
to each district on the first trips of 
the day, when important mails are 
arriving, includfng the Twentieth Cen- 
tury and Broadway Limited trains. 

This should insure earlier deliveries. 

Mail for points outside of Chicago 
will be dispatched on standard time. 

The only exception to the rule will 

be in the suburban mail service. ,Sub- 

urban trains will run on the daylight 
saving basis and the mails will be 
handled according to that time.

Cows that have milk fever show 
signs of uneasiness, have a fixed stare 
out of the eyes, and show a weakness 
in the hindquarters. ‘The animal usual- 
ly stops eating and shifts one 
hind foot to the other and thrusts out 
its tongue. 

Immediately following these symp- 
toms there is almost a complete paraly- 
sis, particularly of the hind parts, and 
when the cow gets down she is unable 
to get up. She is weak, stiff, and in 
acute cages the animal becomes un- 
conscious. The characteristic position 
of the cow is with her hind legs ex- 
tended and the head turned to one side, 
with the nose near the flank when she 
is down.
